Will Avert Chaos

would prove the logical solution of 
our problems approached from the 
top instead of the bottom. However, 
such a fusion is forbidden by trea- 
ties, and therefore impossible at 
the present time. 

“Now, with knives at our throats 
and calamity staring us in the face, 
we must try for a solution from the 
bottom. ? 

“The projected customs which is 
purely an economic arrangement. 
are strictly within international law. 
The political ‘.nschluss’ must come 
as a logical event, but when the 
time for that is ripe, it will ma- 
terialize in perfect agreement with 
all international treaties.”

Five detectives surrounded the 
home of Burke’s father-in-law, on 
a remote farm near Milan, Mo., and 
burst in upon him while he was fast 
asleep and overwhelmed him under 
the cover of guns. . 

He was taken, handcuffed and 
manacled, to this town and thrown 
into a solitary cell under redoubled 
guard to be held for Chicago au- 
thorities as one of the killers in 
the St. Valentine’s day massacre. 

$10,000 Reward 

Burke, probably, was the most 
hunted criminal in the United 
States. All told rewards of $101,000 
are upon his head and even the 
venegeance of rival gangs whose 
ranks his machine gun finger has 
riddled, have sought. him without 
avail. 

He was caught “cold” by the de- 
tectives and although he made a 
wild spurt to grab his gun, sheathed 
in a holster on a bedside chair, he 
subsided quickly under the threat 
of the police, saying.

‘more recently an unsuccessful can- 
ididate for the senate from Colo- 
frado. Hodges won the Republican 
f senatorial nomination in Colorado 
last year after a bitter party fight, 
only to be defeated in November 
‘by Edward P. Costigan, Democrat. 
| Dr. Wilbur denied to the Inter- 
national News Service correspond- 
‘ent aboard the U. 8. 8. Arizona, 
“now returning from the Caribbean, 
that he plans to resign. Yet the 
expectation that he will do so pre- 
vail8 generally in administration 
circles, and the denial was consid- 
-ered somewhat of the diplomatic 
variety. 
Hoover’s Closest Friend 
When he came into the cabinet 
on March 4, 1929, it was for one 
yéar. He was only given leave for 
that length of time. Upon the 
{completion of his first year admin- 
tistration matters in which he was 
‘keenly interested, among them 
Boulder Dam, was still pending, 
and President Hoover arranged by 
long distance telephone to retain 
his services for another year, re- 
marking as he made the announce- 
ment that he was “not without in- 
fluence in my old university.”

Leanest Fiscal Year. 
Since Before War 
Looming 


By ROBERT S THORNBURGH 

WASHINGTON— (INS) —Uncle 
Sam has been caught in the wave 
of hard times and will suffer one 
of the leanest years since long be- 
fore the war. 

Figures prepared today indicated | 
that receipts for the fiscal year will | 
be around $3,400,000,000, a decline 
of $745,000,000 from the year end- 
ing June 30, 1930. 

Income taxes will contribute the 
big blow to government income, on 
the basis of present collections, the 
total for the year being estimated 
at $1,935,431,000, a reduction of 
$476,000,000 with smaller decreases 
in other internal revenue and mis- 
cellaneous receipts. 

Big Deficit Probable 

Unless there is a very material 
improvement in business the re- 
mainder of the year there will be 
a huge Geficit in 1932 unless con- 
gress decides to increase taxes, a 
development that so far has not 
been under consideration at the 
treasury, and which has been op- 
posed by congressional ‘leaders. 

At the present trend of business 
it appeared certain that instead of 
collecting $2,260,000,000 for income 
taxes in 1932, as was estimated by 
Secretary Mellon in his last report 
to congress, it would be nearer $1,- 
400,000,000, the amount that prob- 
ably will be collected during the 
current fiscal. year. 

New Financing 

On the large collection. and .on 
the basis of large receipts from 
customs and other sources, as well 
as lower expenditures than prob- 
ably will be made, Mellon estimated 
a surplus of $30,000,000 for June 
30, 1932. ‘The difference of $800,- 
000,000 without other factors would 
mean a deficit of $770,000,000. With 
all other factors considered, and 
assuming no change in business 
conditions, the deficit probably will 
exceed $1,000,000,000, on the pres- 
ent tax rates. 

This illustrates the serious posi- 
tion of government finances and 
the problems which Mellon and his 
subordinates must work out. 

New financing in connection with 
veterans loans was announced by 
Mellon today. There will be two 
bill issues of $50,000,000 each run- 
ning for 90 days and dated April 
2 and 3, bids for which will be re- 
ceived at the federal reserve banks 
up to 2 p.m. Eastern Standard 
Time, March 30.

Tf you have a pain in your stomach you would not buy a 
bottle of hair restorer to cure it, but there seems to be just 
about as much sense in that as tacking the assessoF bill to the 
income tax measure and jamming it through the upper house 
of the Iowa legislature as was done at the session Wednesday 
afternoon, Just what the assessor bill has to do with the in- 
come tax would stump a Philadelphia lawyer. There is no 
more sense in such a proceeding than there would be in com- 
bining the bill providing for a tax on oleomargine with the 
resolution authorizing an investigation of the University of 
Towa. Iowa voters are not so dumb that they will forget such: 
tactics and the lower house would do well to think a long time 
before taking similar action. ; 

It is very evident why the move was made. There are 
strong influences, including the governor, working for the in- 
come tax, and almost equally strong interests are supporting 
the assessor bill. Sentiment against both has been growing 
steadily among the people, particularly the farmers, hence 
our legislators find ‘themselves between the devil and the 
deep sea. Under such circumstances it is convenient to seek 
an excuse when the time comes to explain to their constitu- 
ents. And it will go something like this: 

“Of course I was opposed to the assessor bill but the income 
tax was a good thing and was also an administration measure, 
so what could Ido? In order to vote for the income tax I had 


to vote for the-assessor bill also.” Or put it the other way 
around which has the same effect. It is a rather clever 
scheme to get out from under but we doubt if it will work. 
The house must act yet and even if that vote is favorable it 
is hardly possible that Governor Turner will sign the bill 
as badly as he wants an income tax law. 

Our legislators should discuss each measure on its own 
merits regardless of other legislation, This “you-do-this- 
and-I’ll-do-that” business has made the people the goats too 
often in the past to countenance its continuance without pro- 
test.. We know of no better way for a public official to be 
retired to private life than by following such a course. 


= A Law Worth Copying 
Governor (Alfaifa Bill) Murray of Oklahoma has just 
signed a bill which prohibits public utilities from engaging 
in merchandising in connection with their general service. 
The law is to go into effect 90 days after adjournment of the 
legislature so as to allow the companies to dispose of stock on 
hand. ; 

Such a statute should be made effective in every state in 
the union. It is common practice for the big public service 
corporations, who are able to buy in large quantities, to 
undersell other stores dealing in electrical equipment. They 
use*the merchandise as a feeder so as to increase the con- 
sumption of power. They are satisfied with a price not far 
from cost as they know they can obtain their profit by the 
additional current sold. The independent merchant has no 
such inducement. He must make his entire profit from the 
transaction itself and the result has been that many electri- 
cal equipment stores have been forced out of business.

Look Before You Leap—But Leap 

Hesitation has ruined about as many careers as any other 
single factor. 

Shortly after the Civil war two men settled on adjoining 
pieces of land in Wisconsin. One erected a small saw mil] and 
began cutting logs; the other cleared his Jand, selling his 
timber to his neighbor, and started farming. Both were 
moderately prosperous for several years. Then came a time 
when the saw mill man wanted to buy a good piece of timber, 
virgin pine, some distance north of his mill. He thought it 
would increase in value. Lacking the cash to swing the en- 
tire deal he asked his neighbor, the farmer, to join him in the 
investment on a 50-50 basis. The farmer by this time had 
one of the show places of that section of the state, was doing 
well, and refused to consider the offer.. The’ lumberman took 
in another partner with a little cash, purchased the timber 
and later bought many more tracts until they owned several 
thousand acres. When the lumberman died a few years ago 
he left an estate of seven million dollars. Shortly before the 
farmer died the mortgage on his farm was foreclosed. Had 
the farmer “taken the chance” back in the early days he, too, 
would have left a large estate. But he didn’t. 

The only way to progress is to keep one jump ahead of the 
procession, if not in your work at least in your thoughts, for 
some day the opportunity to better yourself will come and 
when it does, because you have been thinking, you will be 
able to take advantage of it.

“TRICHINA SPIRALIS” 

Trichina Apiralis or pork worm 
is quite a dangerous little worm 
for man. 

The trichina Spiralis is about 
1-18 of an inch long to 1-8 of an 
inch long, male and female, re- 
spectively. 

Next to the Echinococcus it is 
probably the most dangerous ani- 
mal parasite infecting man. 

This parasite is found in pigs, 
foxes, guinea pigs, rats, cats, mice, 
etc. Sometimes it is found in dogs. 

In 1879 a physician living in 
Philadelphia found this parasite in 
nine out of ten cats which he dis- 
sected. 

Rarely if ever, ‘s the human be- 
ing infected with this worm ex- 
cept through eating pork. And 
usually because the pork was raw 
or undone. The most common 
sources of infection are sausages, 
ham and bacon. 


Smoking and curing of ham and 
‘bacon does not kill the full-grown 
worm. The little worms are in the 
mustles, inclosed or incapsulated in 
tiny pockets and when eaten in 
meat the capsule is dissovled by 
the gastric juices. If the trichinae 
exising in diseased pork are very 
young they may be simply digested, 
when they reach the stomach 
without being developed. 

Trichiniasis, as the malady pro- 
duced by the trichina has been 
named, and the ease with which 
the whole trouble can be avoided 
by a proper understanding of the 
nature and origin of the affection, 
render a full account of the entire 
malady and its means of preven- 
tion quite appropriate for this 
column. 

After digestion these embryo 
Pass through the pylorus and duo- 
denum, and soon become mature, 
and their thread-like appearance 
renders them quite easily recogniz- 
able by the naked eye. Eggs are 
now discharged by the female, and 
in about a weeks time the new 
brood of trichinae hatch and make 
their way to the muscles, either by 
boring their way through the soft 
tissues, or by being carried along 
by the blood stream; or both. 

In some few favorable cases 
severe gastro-intestinal inffama- 
tion is set up, and the parasites 
are violently expelled by diarrhea, 
before they enter the muscles. 

In. the majority of cases, how- 
ever, the migration of immence 
numbers of larval trichinae from 
the intestinal canal takes place, 
and can occupy even the remotest 
muscles in four days time. 

Symptoms 

The earlier symptoms may be a 
general feeling of debility and dis- 
comfort, loss of appetite, nausea 
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and vomiting, diarrhea, prostration 
with a sense of stiffness in the 
neck, arms and legs. It is quite 
easy to mistake these symptoms 
for those of the first stage of 
typhoid fever unless there is de- 
finite information in the case his- 
tory. ° 

The further progress of the para- 
sites through the tissues set up a 
high fever, with frequent pulse and 
copious offensive perspirations, al- 
though the temperature rarely 
equals,that of typhoid. For some 
days the stiffness of the limbs 
seems to increase, while all the 
muscles become painful, swollen 
and very sensitive to the touch. A 
chgracteristic sign showing at 
about the end of the first week of 
the trichina disease is an edematous 
swelling of the eyelids and root of 
nose. This characteristic sign 
should be looked for at this period 
of the illnes in all supposed cases 
of typhoid and rheumatic fever. 

Other symptoms of this disease 
are as follows: 

During the second week, breath- 
ing becomes painful.+ If the dia- 
phragm is infected, severe ric- 
coughs are apt to come on, and 
when the trichinae invade the 
laryngeal muscles hoarseness and 
loss of voice appear. When a large 
amount of trichinous meat has been 
eaten, so that the immigration into 
the muscles of the afflicted patient 
is by millions, they soon cause an 


; almost paralized condition, attend- 


ed by excessive exhaustion. 

At the end of the third week, 
if patinet lives, the pulse and res- 
piration are frequent, tongue is red 
and dry; mouth can scarcely be 
opened, the sweating is profuse, 
and severe pain. There may be 
delirium also. 

Complications, such as _ pneu- 
monia, peritonitis and pleurisy are 
not uncommon. 

When the number of trichinae is 
comparatively small, the pain, 
swelling, and diarrhea begin to 
abate, and a tedious convalescence 
begins; the parasites having be- 
come encysted in the muscles, 
which gradually become acclimat- 
ed, as it were, to the presence of 
the foreign bodies. 

It takes about two years for 
these parasites to become calcified 
in their little lemon shaped cap- 
sules in the muscles. During this 
period of two years there may be 
some loss of muscular power, after 
which complete muscular motivity 
may reoccur. Still, this ffected 
confition of the muscle, which 
probably exists in thousands of 
people who walk about entirely un- 
conscious of it, may be the cause of 
rheumatism and paralysis, or pro- 
mote the development of consump- 
tion and other wasting diseases. 

Regardless of how perfect the 
system of meat inspection may be, 
dangerous meat, will at times, es- 
cape observation. so that the only 
safe rule for people who eat pork is 
to be sure that it is well cooked. 

It is not safe to trust to pickling 
and smoking, even when these pro- 
cesses are combined, as is ordinarily 
the case, and it must be born in 
mind that pork is seldom thorough- 
ly cooked when cut in slices more 
than an inch thick. 

The fact that two dangerous and 
often fatal diseases like trichinia- 
sis and cysticerus disease, both of 
which are generally beyond the 
reach of medical treatment when 
once they have infected the human 
system, are not infrequently the 
result of eating pork which has 
not been thoroughly cooked, it be- 
hooves those who eat pork to be 
sure that it is well done:

several days’ work there. In the 
Polk county district court there is 
now a suit to halt the investigation 
permanently. What effect Doran’s 
solution will have upon this suit 
is a matter of debate but plans 
made by the committee will have 
to be abandoned in the event Doran 
succeeds in postponing a continua- 
tion of the probe. 

Other members of the legislative 
cammittee would not comment on 
Doran’s action; but it was generally 
believed the group of six legislators 
was split on the matter of a 
month’s recess.

Blair told the committee of his 
knowledge of the moneys involved 
in the Rockefeller foundation fund 
donated by the institute to the uni- 
versity for the construction of the 
hospital. The principal matter of 
his testimony was whether or not 
the Iowa City National bank, which 
assisted the university in handling 
the,funds, should have maintained 
a cash reserve as it did. 

Denis Kelleher, committee attor- | 
ney, attempted-to get from  the| 
witness an answer which would 
show that since the bank had ac- | 
cepted the money to invest and not | 
as a deposit no reserve should have 
been maintained. i 

Among the charges which have 
been brought against the board of 
education and university is one 
that the board waived interest on 
this reserve since it was not ac- 
cepted as a deposit. 

Blair said that he supposed tne 
money had been regarded as a de- 
posit for a working balance. 

Extended Courtesies 

‘The witness said his knowledge of 
the matter came through confer- 
ences with W. R. Boyd, chairman 
of the finance committee of the 
board of education, and W. R. Mc- 
Chesney, university treasurer and 
an official: of the Iowa City Na- 
tional bank. 

Blair explained that since the 
bank was a member of the federal 
reserve the same courtesies and as- 
sistance extended to all member 
banks was given the Iowa City in- 
stitution. No charge for a safety 
deposit box or for assisting in han- 
dling securities was. made, he said, 
because the bank was a member 
and because it involved funds of 
a public institution, Iowa univer- 
sity.

NEW YORK—(INS)— With the 
ope of the baseball season less 
vhan ee weeks distant, there is 
persistent talk of sensational play- 
er deals which, if put through, 
would change the entire complexion 
of the national league pennant 
race.

The acquisition of Klein alone 
would give the Cards an edge over 
the other flag contenders.

IN WEED LAWS 


Compensation Fixed 
For Commissioners 
In Townships 


Three essential changes in the 
roxious weed.law have been made 
by the Forty-Fourth general as- 
sembly of Iowa during its present 
session, according to a communica- 
tion received today by County Audi- 
tor Kenneth Coder from SB. 
Thornburg, secretary of agriculture. 

Under the changes adopted, weed 
commissioners may be appointed 
either from the membership of the 
town councils of township trustees, 
and may be made outside of Such 
boards or councils. 

Another change in the law pro- 
vides that the board of supervisors 
shall fix @ uniform scale of com- 
pensation for all township weed 
commissioners, and any weet com- 
missioner appointed in any city or 
town, or. employed by the staté

LOSS OF GOLD 
TO FRANCE IS 
BRITISH FEAR 


Parleys Over Distribu- 
tion Always End in 
Deadlock 


LONDON — (INS)—Continuous 
drain of Britian’s gold reserves by 
France is giving the greatest con- 
cern to the British government. It 
is regarded as much more serious 
than the huge store of gold in the 
United States. 

Discussions between British and 
French experts regarding the fu- 
ture distribution of the world’s 
gold supplies have recently taken 
place, but the meetings broke up 
in a deadlock. 

French Are Nervous 

, The French, it seems, are handi- 
capped by fears of British and 
American intentions; very nervous 
at the appearence of unemploy- 
ment in France—from which they 
have been entirely free until now; 
very troubled over Italy’s possible 
plans and over the general position 
in Europe. In these circumstances 
very important political forces are 
urging France to hold on to all the 
gold she can accumulate. 

Another very important “com- 
plication” which has a disturbing 
effect on the negotiations between 
England and France is the inten- 
tion of Germany to raise again the 
question of the. Young plan of Re- 
parations, Payments, which, it was 
hoped, was settled at the Hague 
last January. 

Gold Flow Continues 

Great Mmternal pressure is being 
brought upon the German Govern- 
ment to secure a scaling down of 
the Young plan or else a morator- 
ium. This proposition would be 
unhesitatingly opposed by the Brit- 
ish government which sees no 
grounds for it. Any revision would 
only’ be in the nature of an ad- 
ditional burden for the British 
taxpayer. 

Meanwhile, with France so ap- 
prehensive, no arrangement to stop, 
the flow of gold from London to 
Paris has been possible. 

Returns of the Bank of France 
at the end of 1930 showed a total 
holding of gold amounting to $2,- 
130,000,000, an increase for the 
year of $485,000,000.

Order Would Confer 
* Life Term Upon 
Warrior 


BERLIN —(INS) — A national 
referendum to make Paul von Hin- 
denburg president of Germany for 
life is proposed by Arthur Mah- 
1aun, “High Master” of the Young 
German order, one of the moderate 
nationalist organizations. 

Hindenburg’s seven-year term of 
office expires May 11, 1932. A new 
presidential election must be held, 
therefore, in March next year. Al- 
ready all political forces in Ger- 
many are preparing for this con- 
test which is regarded as the Arma- 
geddon of the new German democ- 
racy. j 

If 1931 is a year of economic 
crisis, then 1932 may become an 
even more dangerous year of politi- 
cal crisis Five million unemployed, 
private armies snarling at one an- 
other, growing revolt of the masses 
against! the present domestic and 
foreign policies, efforts of the old 
regime to ride back into power and 
cf the industrialists to curb labor, 
finally, growing influence of im- 
perted Communism and Fascism— 
all these factors form dynamite 
likely to explode under the heat of 
a new presidential campaign. 

Would Avoid Contest 

The minds of peaceful Germans, 
therefore, are groping for ways and 
means .to avoid this uangerous 
contest, und all their thoughts turn 
around the aged but still surpris- 
ingly active figure of Hindenburg 
around whose head is already gath- 
ering the glamor of legend and 
who dwarfs all other Germans by 
vomparison. 

Though the National Socialists 
attack him; and the Nationalists 
have become alienated from their 
former candidate, Hindenburg is 
venerated by the masses, and the 
old warrior is literally the guar- 
dian angel of Germany’s domestic 
peace. 

Numerous other candidates are 
trimming their bonnets to throw 
in the ring when the time comes. 
but. it is generally admitted they 

, would all be forced to withdraw 
tm favor of Hindenburg, if Hinden- 
burg should consent to stay in of- 
Tice after his first term expires. 

- Except for the Communist votes, 

Hindenburg’s election may be ex- 

pected to be unanimous. 
Hindenburg Silent 

The one question which worries 
flindenburg’s partisans is: Will he 
consent to stand for ‘re-election? 

Hindenburg himself is silent on 
the matter, of course. But those 
who know him best believe that 
only a great emergency would in- 
cuce him to “carry on.”

Seek to Prolong Term 

Another plan, proposed by! the 
government parties, is to amend the 
constitution in order to prolong 
tindenburg’s term for another two 
years. Such an amendment could 
be carried by a two-thirds major- 
ity in the Reichstag and would 
postpone the presidential election 
for a less hectic day. The term of 
President Ebert, Germany’s first 
president, was extended in a sim- 
ilar fashion. 

Whether the draft plans will 
find sufficient backing, however, is 
doubtful in the present situation, 
since some parties hope to gain 
from a new election. 

If there should) be a new elec- 
tion, and if Hindénburg should re- 
fuse to run, the door would be 
open for a mass run on the Ger- 
man White House, with every party 
putting up its own candidate. Ac- 
cording to German election law, 
a candidate must have an absolute 
majority to be elected. If no candi- 
date achieves an absolute majority 
at the first election, a second elec- 
sion must be held between the three 
highest candidates at which a 
plurality decides. Hindenburg was 


nominated after the first election |’ 


in 1925 had failed to elect a presi- 
dent, and he was elected by a 
plurality of 1,000,000 votes over his 
nearest competitor, Wilhelm Marx.
